To  the  Warwickshire  County  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  on  the  health  of  the  County  for  the  year  1959. 

The  object  of  this  report  is  to  draw  attention  to  the  improvements  which  have  so  far 
been  made  in  the  health  of  the  community,  and  to  indicate  where  further  advances  could  occur. 
Where  possible  the  information  which  is  available  has  been  presented  graphically,  as  this 
concise  form  is  appreciated.  Information  useful  for  administrative  and  general  purposes  is 
recorded  in  the  tables. 

1.  Poliomyelitis.  (Diagrams  pages  14,  15,  16  and  Tables  36,  37,  40,  41,  42). 

No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  in  the  County  during  1959,  nor  so  far,  in  1960. 
Just  over  1,000  cases  were,  however,  notified  elsewhere  in  England  and  Wales  during  1959 
alone.  The  eradication  of  this  terrible  disease  from  our  County  has  been  a  great  achievement, 
and  confirms  that  the  intensive  mass  immunisation  programme  has  been  well  worthwhile. 

During  the  last  twelve  years,  there  have  been  728  cases  of  poliomyelitis  notified  in  this 
County.  The  worst  epidemics  occurred  in  1947  with  123  cases,  1950  with  133  cases,  1953  with 
112  cases,  and  1957  with  133  cases. 

Much  careful  study  has  been  given  to  the  infectious  and  epidemic  nature  of  the  disease 
over  the  years.  It  was  found  that  the  poliomyelitis  virus  existed  in  all  areas  of  the  world,  but 
that  varying  factors  influenced  the  incidence,  age  distribution  and  epidemic  nature  of  the 
disease.  In  countries  with  a  high  standard  of  hygiene  the  disease  in  infancy  had  become 
relatively  rare,  and  in  consequence  when  an  outbreak  did  occur  general  immunity  was  low. 
A  vaccine  to  produce  artificial  immunity,  without  any  ill-effects,  was  first  used  in  this  country 
in  1956. 

During  1959,  58,366  persons  completed  two  injections,  whilst  considerable  progress  was 
made  with  the  third  injection  programme,  97,577  such  injections  being  given.  By  the  end 
of  the  year  the  two-injection  immunity  level  in  the  child  population  up  to  fifteen  years  of 
age  had  reached  76%,  and  well  over  three-quarters  of  these  children  had  also  received  their 
third  injection.  In  the  age-group  fifteen  to  twenty-six  a  level  of  about  60%  was  attained, 
and  just  under  half  had  also  received  their  third  injection.  It  was  pleasing  to  note  that 
more  expectant  mothers  were  vaccinated  during  the  year,  4,350  compared  with  2,998  last 
year.  It  must  be  emphasised  that  a  high  immunity  level  must  be  maintained  in  the  future, 
and  where  possible,  increased  still  further.  Although  the  level  in  young  adults  showed  a 
considerable  increase  during  1959,  it  is  most  important  that  this  level  be  raised  still  further  as  the 
severity  of  the  disease  may  increase  with  age.  Expectant  mothers  should  also  be  more  widely 
encouraged  to  take  advantage  of  the  scheme  owing  to  the  suspected  increased  severity  of 
poliomyelitis  in  pregnancy. 

2.  Tuberculosis. 

Pulmonary.  (Diagram  page  18  and  Tables  43  to  52). 

Intensive  searching  methods  and  improved  treatment  techniques  have  resulted  in  a 
continuous  decrease  in  the  incidence  and  mortality  of  this  disease  during  the  past  few  years. 
In  1959,  however,  a  halt  occurred  in  the  downward  trend  of  new  notifications,  268  cases  being 
notified  (giving  a  rate  of  0.46  per  1,000  population),  compared  with  259  cases  (also  giving  a 
rate  of  0.46  per  1,000  population)  for  1958. 
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The  notification  rate  for  males  showed  some  increase  on  last  year,  but  in  females  the 
downward  trend  continued.  Higher  notification  rates  persisted  in  all  the  adult  male  age  groups. 
Figures  relating  to  the  stage  of  disease  at  notification  showed  that  a  higher  proportion  of  men 
were  notified  in  the  late  stage,  whilst  in  women  more  were  referred  in  the  early  stage.  The 
early  detection  of  the  disease  is  most  imperative  in  ensuring  a  good  prognosis,  and  in  reducing 
the  infection  risk  to  other  members  of  the  community. 

New  notifications  by  County  District  showed  that  although  reductions  continued  to 
occur  in  many  areas,  fairly  large  increases  were  apparent  in  Rugby  M.B.  and  Nuneaton  M.B. 
In  Rugby  M.B.  this  apparent  increase  appears  to  have  been  due  to  the  small  attendances  at 
the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  in  the  district  during  1958,  and  the  consequent  discovery  by  the 
Unit  in  1959  of  fifteen  cases.  In  Nuneaton  the  new  Mobile  X-ray  Unit  was  the  method  of 
detection  of  more  new  cases. 

Discussions  have  taken  place  with  County  Chest  Physicians,  Area  Medical  Officers  and 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Staff  regarding  the  present  position  of  this  disease.  It  would  appear 
that  there  still  remains  a  significant  proportion  of  people  in  the  population  with  advanced 
pulmonary  disease,  some  of  whom  are  of  low  intelligence  and  low  social  status.  The  elimin¬ 
ation  of  such  cases  can  be  helped  by  the  intensive  use  of  Mass  Radiography  surveys,  but  it  is 
considered  that  the  presence  of  these  people  may  preclude  any  further  radical  drop  in  the  new 
notification  rate  for  some  time. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Service  continued  to  carry  out  surveys  throughout  the  County 
during  the  year,  and  out  of  28,770  examinations,  46  new  cases  were  found  (a  rate  of  1.60  per 
1,000  X-rayed,  compared  with  0.74  last  year).  Certain  other  County  residents  were  X-rayed 
by  the  Birmingham  Mass  Radiography  Service  and  a  further  16  cases  were  detected. 

One  of  the  major  age-groups  at  risk  to  this  disease  is  the  fifteen  to  twenty-four  year 
group,  and  in  order  to  provide  an  additional  safeguard  for  those  about  to  enter  this  age-group 
B.C.G.  vaccination  for  school-leavers  is  being  carried  out.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  1,841 
children  had  been  vaccinated  under  the  scheme.  B.C.G.  vaccinations  were  also  available  as 
in  previous  years  to  all  contacts  of  open  tuberculosis,  and  692  vaccinations  were  carried  out. 
The  majority  of  these  were  to  child  contacts. 

Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  (Tables  44  and  49). 

Up  to  1952,  the  incidence  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  children  was  four  times  as 
great  as  that  found  in  adults.  A  large  proportion  of  the  cases  were  due  to  the  bovine  type 
of  tubercle  bacilli  in  milk  supplies,  and  in  order  to  eliminate  such  cases  as  far  as  possible,  the 
specification  of  the  County  with  regard  to  milk  retailing  commenced  in  November,  1952.  This 
meant  that  only  “  Pasteurised,”  "  Sterilized  ”  or  “  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  milk  could  be  sold  in 
a  specified  area.  During  the  years  which  followed,  the  specification  of  areas  was  extended, 
and  by  April  1957  the  whole  County  was  completely  covered. 

As  the  specified  areas  extended,  the  notification  rate  of  the  disease  in  children  began 
to  decline,  and  by  1955  (when  approximately  82%  of  the  County  was  specified)  the  rate  in 
children  had  dropped  to  approximately  that  found  in  adults,  namely,  12  per  100,000  of  the 
population,  compared  with  the  average  rate  of  44  per  100,000  for  the  years  1951/52.  Since 
1956,  however,  the  incidence  rates  both  for  children  and  adults  have  remained  fairly  stationery 
at  8  to  10  cases  per  100,000  of  the  population.  It  is  probable  that  the  majority  of  these  cases 
were  caused  by  the  human  tubercle  bacilli. 

The  actual  number  of  cases  notified  in  1959  totalled  eleven  children  and  thirty-eight 
adults,  compared  with  twelve  children  and  thirty-eight  adults  in  1958.  Of  the  eleven  children 
notified,  eight  had  infections  of  the  glands,  two  of  the  meninges  and  one  of  the  bones  and  joints. 
Of  the  adults,  eleven  had  infections  of  the  glands,  two  of  the  meninges,  eight  of  the  bones  and 
joints,  one  of  the  abdomen,  fifteen  of  the  genito-urinary  system  and  one  of  the  larynx. 

The  preventive  measures  against  the  bovine  type  of  infection  are  to  be  further  strength¬ 
ened  by  making  the  County  an  “  Attested  Area  ”  whereby  all  cattle  which  show  a  positive 
reaction  to  tubercle,  although  not  actually  infected,  will  be  slaughtered.  Preventive  measures 
against  the  human  type  of  infection  are  the  extensive  searching  methods  against  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  with  the  object  of  early  detection  and  treatment. 
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3.  Diphtheria  and  Diphtheria  Immunisation.  (Diagram  page  17  and  Tables  32,  33,  40,  41). 

The  County  has  now  remained  free  from  diphtheria  for  eight  years,  and  this  is  largely 
due  to  our  reasonably  high  immunity  rate.  During  the  year  9,282  children  completed  a  full 
course  of  primary  immunisation,  whilst  6,754  received  reinforcing  injections.  The  primary 
immunity  level  for  all  children  up  to  the  age  of  fifteen  stood  at  67%,  but  a  more  desirable  level 
would  be  in  the  region  of  75%. 

It  is  most  important  to  note  that  many  cases  of  diphtheria  still  continue  to  occur  elsewhere 
in  England  and  Wales.  Figures  for  the  country  as  a  whole  showed  a  continuous  decrease  until 
1957,  but  increased  in  1958  and  1959.  It  is,  therefore,  most  essential  that  the  dangers  of  the 
disease  be  constantly  kept  before  the  general  public,  and  that  a  high  immunity  level  be  main¬ 
tained  both  for  primary  and  reinforcing  immunisation. 

4.  Smallpox  and  Smallpox  Vaccination.  (Diagram  page  16  and  Tables  38,  39,  40). 

Sporadic  cases  of  smallpox  still  occur  from  time  to  time  in  the  rest  of  the  country  but 
not  in  Warwickshire.  Over  two  hundred  known  cases  have  been  recorded  in  the  last  ten 
years,  but  a  large  proportion  of  these  were  fortunately  of  a  minor  type.  The  disease  is 
occasionally  introduced  into  this  country  from  abroad  in  spite  of  the  active  and  stringent 
methods  designed  to  prevent  its  entry.  Many  deaths  still  continue  to  occur  in  India,  and  it 
is,  therefore,  most  necessary  to  keep  smallpox  vaccination  at  a  high  level  here. 

Since  the  introduction  of  voluntary  vaccination  in  1948,  the  vaccination  rate  has  steadily 
increased. 

5.  Whooping  Cough  and  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation.  (Diagram  page  17  and  Tables  34, 

35,  40,  41). 

The  notification  of  whooping  cough  cases  has  shown  a  most  spectacular  downward  trend 
during  the  past  few  years,  and  this  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  rising  level  of  prophylactic 
immunisation  amongst  young  children.  The  following  figures  show  the  total  notifications 
during  the  past  five  years  : —

An  up-to-date  assessment  of  the  value  of  immunisation  again  shows  that  the  attack  rate 
in  an  immunised  child  is  much  less  than  in  a  non-immunised  child  : —

Whooping  cough  antigen  has  been  generally  available  in  Child  Welfare  Centres  for  the 
last  eight  years,  and  during  this  period  the  level  of  immunity  in  younger  children  has  been 
gradually  increasing.  It  will  be  noted  from  the  graph  on  page  17  that  a  high  level  now  exists 
in  children  up  to  the  age  of  six  years,  and  as  this  continues  to  extend,  notifications  should  decline 

still  further. 

A  total  of  8,793  children  received  a  full  course  of  primary  immunisation  during  the  year, 
ajsimilar  figure  to  last  year.  More  children  were,  however,  given  re-inforcing  doses,  3,515 
receiving  this  further  injection,  compared  with  2,256  last  year. 

No  deaths  from  whooping  cough  were  recorded  during  the  year. 
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6.  Venereal  Disease.  (Diagram  page  22  and  Table  60). 

Mention  was  made  last  year  of  the  recent  increases  which  had  been  taking  place  in  the 
number  of  new  cases  of  gonorrhoea  and  syphilis.  Figures  for  1959  showed  a  drop  in  the  number 
of  new  syphilitic  cases  dealt  with  at  the  clinics  in  the  County,  twenty-three  cases  compared 
with  fifty-four  in  1958.  Cases  of  gonorrhoea  in  males  remained  almost  static  at  fifty-eight,  but 
some  increase  occurred  in  women,  fourteen  cases  being  dealt  with  as  against  eight  last  year. 
The  whole  position  is  being  kept  under  constant  review. 

7.  Population.  (Table  1). 

A  further  increase  of  13,800  occurred  in  the  population  during  the  year.  About  two-thirds 
of  this  increase  was  due  to  immigration,  whilst  the  remainder  was  due  to  natural  increase  (excess 
of  births  over  deaths).  The  major  part  of  the  increase  occurred  in  the  County  Districts  of 
Sutton  Coldfield,  Meriden,  Solihull,  Warwick  R.D.  and  Rugby  M.B. 

In  just  over  ten  years  our  population  has  increased  by  over  100,000,  rising  from  474,670 
in  1948  to  576,800  in  1959.  There  is  every  indication  that  increases  will  continue  for  many 
years. 

A  census  of  the  population  is  due  to  be  taken  in  1961,  and  it  will  be  of  interest  to  see 
the  present  age  distribution  of  our  population.  Where  populations  have  remained  static  for 
some  time  an  ageing  process  has  been  gradually  taking  place,  but  in  such  Counties  as  this 
where  large  overspills  have  been  occurring  (such  1  immigrants  ’  usually  being  young  people) 
the  proportionate  ageing  of  the  total  population  will  be  off-set  to  some  degree. 

8.  Births. 

Live  Births.  (Tables  1,  6). 

Live  births  totalled  10,487  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  551  on  the  1958  number  of 
9,936.  This  gave  the  highest  birth  rate  for  the  past  ten  years — 17.63  per  1,000  population. 
The  highest  rates  occurred  in  Sutton  Coldfield,  Rugby  R.D.,  Leamington  Spa  M.B.,  Warwick 
R.D.,  and  the  Stratford-on-Avon  R.D. 

Stillbirths.  (Tables  1,  7,  18). 

Stillbirths  showed  the  low  figure  of  189  (17.70  per  1,000  total  births),  compared  with 
209  with  a  rate  of  20.60  for  1958.  This  rate  does,  however,  show  a  certain  degree  of  fluctuation, 
and  minor  increases  and  decreases  must  be  regarded  with  caution. 

Premature  Births.  (Tables  14  to  17). 

At  least  seven  babies  out  of  every  hundred  born  each  year  are  premature,  that  is  to  say 
they  weigh  5  lbs.  8  ozs.  or  less  at  birth.  During  1959,  761  premature  births  were  notified, 
95  of  whom  were  stillborn.  The  rate  per  thousand  notified  births  tended  to  be  a  little  lower 
than  last  year,  but  such  slight  fluctuations  cannot  be  regarded  as  significant. 

The  survival  rate  at  the  twenty-eighth  day  in  the  smallest  weight  group  was  40%  com¬ 
pared  with  28%  last  year,  but  this  difference  although  suggestive  of  some  improvement  did 
not  reach  statistical  significance.  It  will  be  of  great  interest  to  see  if  this  higher  survival  rate 
in  the  lower  weight  groups  is  maintained.  The  majority  of  these  very  small  premature  babies 
are  born  and  nursed  in  hospital  where  there  is  every  facility  in  ensuring  their  survival. 

9.  Mortality.  (Tables  1  to  5). 

The  Ministry  of  Health  state  in  a  recent  report  that  “  the  expectation  of  life  has  remained 
almost  constant  now  for  the  past  five  years.  Further  increases  will  be  increasingly  difficult 
to  attain  until  major  advances  are  made  in  the  treatment  and  prevention  of  cancer,  and  the 
degenerative  disease  of  the  circulatory  system.”  The  present  “  expectation  of  life  ”  tables 
show  that  girl  babies  born  today  can  expect  to  live  at  least  five  years  longer  than  boys  (73.53 
years  as  against  67.85  years).  In  most  age-groups  mortality  amongst  males  has  always  been 
higher  than  amongst  females,  but  this  difference  has  over  the  years  been  narrowing  in  the 
younger  age-groups.  In  certain  older  age-groups,  however,  male  mortality  has  become  in- 
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creasingly  greater  than  female  mortality.  This  has  had  certain  long-term  effects  on  our  popu¬ 
lation  such  as  equalising  the  number  of  males  and  females  up  to  the  mid-thirty  age-group,  but 
making  an  increasing  excess  of  older  women. 

In  looking  at  the  deaths  which  took  place  in  this  County  during  1959,  we  find  that  of 
the  total  of  5,718  deaths,  2,991  were  males  and  2,727  females.  Of  the  male  deaths,  thirty- 
eight  in  every  hundred  were  under  sixty-five  years  of  age,  but  of  the  female  deaths  the  proportion 
was  much  less,  being  only  twenty-six  in  every  hundred.  The  increasing  death  rate  in  middle- 
aged  men  (which  is  now  twice  that  found  in  women)  is  causing  anxiety  and  makes  it  essential 
that  every  preventive  measure  be  explored.  Some  of  the  major  causes  of  death  showing  the 
sex  differentiation  are  dealt  with  more  specifically  in  the  following  paragraphs. 

10.  Coronary  Disease  and  Angina.  (Diagram  page  23  and  Table  5). 

Over  800  deaths  again  occurred  from  this  disease  during  the  year.  Of  the  534  male 
deaths,  201  were  under  sixty-five  years  of  age  (38%),  whilst  of  the  308  women,  only  47  (or 
15%)  were  under  sixty-five.  The  upward  trend  in  the  mortality  of  this  disease  is  shown  in  the 
graph  on  page  23,  and  it  is  particularly  important  to  note  the  rapid  rise  which  has  been 
occurring,  especially  in  middle-aged  men. 

As  yet  the  basic  causes  of  this  disease  are  unknown,  but  it  is  believed  that  lack  of  physical 
exercise,  excess  of  certain  foods  (especially  saturated  fats)  and  mental  stress  are  associated 
with  this  condition.  There  is  an  urgent  need  for  more  research  into  the  pathology  of  arterial 

damage. 

11.  Cancer. 

General.  (Table  4). 

Due  to  the  ageing  of  the  population,  more  people  are  now  at  risk  to  this  disease.  During 
1959,  568  men  and  511  women  died  of  cancer  and  table  four  shows  the  numbers  occurring  in 
the  main  sites. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  mortality  figures  are  only  a  partial  indication  of  the  true 
incidence  of  the  disease,  especially  with  regard  to  certain  sites.  Much  fear  has  always  been 
associated  with  the  word  '  cancer,’  and  this  has  been  partly  due  to  the  lack  of  knowledge  amongst 
the  general  public  of  the  curability  of  the  disease.  There  are  many  thousands  of  men  and 
women  in  our  population  today  who,  having  received  treatment  for  the  disease,  have  remained 
fit  and  well.  As  in  all  diseases,  early  detection  and  treatment  is  essential  to  ensure  the  best 
possible  chance  of  a  cure. 

Cancer  of  Lung.  (Diagram  page  24  and  Table  4). 

It  will  be  particularly  noted  from  table  four  that  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  in  males 
again  showed  a  further  increase  during  the  year.  Deaths  from  this  form  of  cancer  have  been 
increasing  for  some  years,  especially  in  males,  and  in  no  other  form  of  cancer  has  a  similar 
increase  occurred.  Figures  for  Warwickshire  follow  the  same  trend  as  those  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a  whole.  The  increase  is  particularly  striking  in  men,  but  it  is  expected  that  the 
increase  in  the  rate  in  women  will  possibly  become  more  marked  in  future  years. 

Heavy  cigarette  smoking  is  believed  to  be  the  major  cause  of  the  disease,  with  air 
pollution  as  a  possible  contributory  cause.  The  association  between  cigarette  smoking  and 
lung  cancer  has  been  accepted  as  the  most  probable  cause  by  the  World  Health  Organisation 
study  group  which  comprise  some  of  the  leading  medical  experts  in  the  world.  The  higher 
incidence  of  lung  cancer  which  exists  in  urban  areas  is  believed  to  be  due  to  the  extra  causitive 
factor  of  air  pollution.  Certain  chemicals  which  are  known  to  be  cancer  forming  in  animals 
can  appear  from  the  incomplete  combustion  of  coal,  and  the  reduction  of  the  amount  of  air 
pollution  is  therefore  an  urgent  medical  necessity,  as  this  is  also  a  known  major  causitive  factor 
of  bronchitis. 

The  ever-increasing  rate  of  cancer  of  the  lung  could  be  halted,  but,  as  the  incubation 
period  may  be  over  a  period  of  twenty  to  thirty  years  it  is  difficult  to  interest  the  public  in 
preventive  measures,  although  the  Health  Department  have  given  lectures  and  film  demon¬ 
strations.  Children  in  our  schools  are  being  made  more  .fully  aware  of  the  dangers  of  this 


disease  and  are  being  discouraged  from  smoking.  People  who  have  already  been  smoking 
for  some  considerable  time  have  also  had  the  dangers  of  very  heavy  cigarette  smoking  brought 
to  their  notice. 


12.  Nursing  Services.  (Tables  23,  25,  26). 

Midwifery. 

In  looking  at  the  figures  for  this  County  given  below  it  will  be  noted  that  the  total  pro¬ 
portion  of  home  confinements  has  been  gradually  increasing  during  the  past  five  years  and 
has  risen  from  35%  in  1955  to  39%  in  1959.

The  level  has  varied  considerably  throughout  the  County  and  has  been  due,  in  certain 
areas,  to  the  rapid  rise  in  births  without  a  proportionate  rise  occurring  in  institutional  accom¬ 
modation.  Much  of  the  higher  birth  rates  in  such  areas  has  been  directly  connected  with  the 
large  overspill  of  population  in  recent  years.  In  certain  other  areas  of  the  County,  a  high 
proportion  of  domiciliary  confinements  has  always  been  present. 

Midwives  employed  by  this  Authority  attended  4,045  confinements  during  the  year,  an 
increase  of  257  on  the  previous  year.  The  equivalent  whole-time  number  of  midwives  rose 
to  65.2,  as  against  55.4  last  year.  Besides  the  actual  confinements  attended,  1,741  cases  were 
also  visited  where  the  delivery  had  occurred  in  hospital  but  the  patient  discharged  home  before 
the  fourteenth  day.  All  the  Authorities  domiciliary  midwives  are  qualified  to  administer 
inhalational  analgesics,  and  just  over  three-quarters  of  the  domiciliary  cases  attended  (3,159) 
received  gas  and  air  during  the  year,  whilst  70  received  trilene.  Pethidine  was  given  in  2,066 
cases. 

Owing  to  the  arduous  nature  of  the  midwife’s  work,  the  Minister  of  Health  has  requested 
that  Local  Authorities  give  details  of  the  arrangements  in  operation  for  relief  duty.  In  this 
County  mid  wives  work  in  groups  of  three  or  four,  and  relieve  each  other  for  off  duty,  holidays, 
and  sick  leave.  The  off  duty  consists  of  thirty-six  hours  (allowing  for  two  consecutive  nights 
and  the  intervening  day  off  duty)  for  three  weeks  out  of  four,  and  sixty  consecutive  hours 
(allowing  four  consecutive  nights  off  duty)  during  the  fourth  week.  With  the  group  system 
there  is  a  first  and  second  on  call  for  each  midwife,  and  arrangements  can  be  made  in  the  group 
for  afternoon  or  evening  off  duty  as  the  work  allows. 

The  possibility  of  introducing  a  night  rota  system  has  been  discussed  with  the  midwives, 
but  the  majority  are  not  in  favour  of  this.  In  one  town  area  where  six  midwives  are  at  present 
working,  and  where  the  establishment  is  being  increased  to  eight,  the  midwives  are  however 
interested,  and  with  their  co-operation  it  is  hoped  that  a  system  can  be  worked  out  which  would 
be  suitable  for  trial. 

Home  Nursing. 

Over  half  the  patients  attended  by  this  service  during  the  year  were  in  the  sixty-five  and 
over  age-group.  As  a  large  proportion  of  these  elderly  people  were  suffering  from  conditions 
of  a  chronic  nature  (many  being  discharged  from  the  chronic  wards  of  hospitals),  regular  visits 
over  a  long  period  were  necessary,  and  twice  as  many  visits  were  paid  to  them  as  compared 
with  the  remainder  of  the  patients. 
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I  he  total  number  of  visits  made  to  all  cases  amounted  to  253,561,  compared  with  249,742 
last  year.  Some  increase  occurred  in  the  number  of  tuberculosis  visits,  but  visits  in  respect 
of  maternal  complications  showed  a  decrease. 

Some  slight  increase  occurred  in  the  staffing  situation,  91.5  equivalent  whole-time  staff 
being  employed  compared  with  85.3  in  1958. 

The  work  of  the  home  nurse  is  very  wide  and  varied,  and  her  day  to  day  duties  usually 
include  such  treatments  as  injections,  dressings,  preparations  for  Barium  X-rays,  washouts  and 
douches,  etc.,  besides  general  care  and  supervision.  By  her  services  many  patients  who  would 
otherwise  require  institutional  care,  can  remain  in  their  own  homes.  In  one  area,  a  mother 
who  has  had  poliomyelitis  is  enabled  to  remain  at  home  with  her  two  children  with  the  co¬ 
operation  of  her  family,  and  by  means  of  the  provision  of  various  types  of  iron  lung  supplied 
through  the  Hospital  Service,  and  the  daily  attendance  of  the  home  nurse.  This  mother  has 
to  remain  in  a  Both  iron  lung  during  the  night,  but  can  manage  in  a  downstairs  room  during 
the  day  with  a  lighter  Currass  respirator.  A  further  more  portable  iron  lung,  a  Bragg-Paul 
which  can  be  operated  from  a  battery,  enables  her  to  go  out  by  car  or  wheelchair.  The  mother 
can  only  manage  for  short  periods  without  an  iron  lung.  Further  equipment  such  as  a  fowler 
bed  and  bed-table  are  provided  through  the  County  Council’s  Care  and  After-Care  Loan  Scheme. 
The  nurse  visits  daily  to  supervise  the  equipment,  provide  general  care  for  the  mother,  and 
help  with  any  other  difficulties  which  may  arise. 

Health  Visiting. 

At  the  present  time  the  major  proportion  of  the  health  visitors  time  is  concentrated 
on  young  children  under  five  years  of  age.  The  increased  birth  rate  which  occurred  during 
the  year  meant  an  increase  in  the  health  visitors’  work,  and  visits  to  children  under  one  rose 
to  72,053  compared  with  68,886  last  year.  A  slight  increase  was,  of  course,  also  apparent  in 
visits  to  expectant  mothers.  Visits  to  children  aged  one  to  five  years  stayed  more  or  less  at 
the  same  level. 

Some  decrease  occurred  in  visits  to  tuberculosis  households  and  also  for  personal  hygiene 
follow-up.  Visits  to  geriatric  patients  showed  a  rise  from  4,535  in  1958,  to  5,370  in  1959. 

Although  the  total  visits  made  by  the  service  rose  to  187,888  compared  with  183,677 
in  1958,  the  staffing  position  slightly  decreased.  The  extension  of  the  health  visitor’s  work 
to  a  more  varied  section  of  the  community  is  envisaged  in  the  future,  but  this  will  be  dependent 
on  the  staffing  position,  and  a  re-orientation  of  her  present  duties. 


13.  Child  Welfare  Centres.  (Table  on  page  43). 

New  centres  were  opened  during  the  year  at  Weddington,  Dorridge  and  Radford  Semele, 
bringing  the  total  number  of  centres  available  to  one  hundred  and  eleven. 

The  number  of  new  cases  who  were  under  one  year  of  age  at  their  first  attendance  again 
rose,  and  totalled  9,025,  compared  with  8,185  last  year.  This  amounted  to  about  90%  of  the 
live  births.  In  all  21,638  children  attended  centres  throughout  the  County  compared  with 
20,456  last  year.  A  total  of  136,459  attendances  were  made. 

During  1959,  the  testing  for  phenylketonuria  commenced  in  the  Child  Welfare  Centres 
in  one  area  of  the  County  ;  this  is  being  extended  throughout  all  areas. 


14.  Illegitimacy  and  the  Care  of  the  Illegitimate  Child  and  its  Mother.  (Diagram  page  21  and 

Tables  6-13  and  27). 

A  slight  increase  occurred  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  children  born  during  the  year, 
399  cases  being  recorded  (3.7%  of  the  total  births),  compared  with  358  (3.5%)  in  1958.  In 
both  years,  thirteen  stillbirths  occurred. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  stillbirths  and  deaths  in  infancy  continued  to  be  higher  than 
for  legitimate  births,  the  combined  stillbirth  and  infant  death  rate  under  one  week  being  50.12 
per  1,000  total  births,  as  against  28.90  for  legitimate  births.

A  hostel  for  the  care  of  unmarried  mothers  and  their  babies  is  maintained  by  the  County 
Council  to  provide  shelter  for  a  short  time  before  and  after  a  confinement  where  necessary. 
During  the  past  year,  eighty-nine  women  were  admitted  to  this  hostel,  their  average  length 
of  stay  being  28.2  days  ante-natally  and  16.3  days  post-natally.  A  further  eighteen  cases  were 
sent  to  outside  homes. 

A  total  of  two  hundred  and  seventy-three  unmarried  mothers  came  to  the  notice  of  the 
Social  Worker  during  the  year  via  Moral  Welfare  Societies,  Doctors  and  Nurses,  Probation 
Officers,  Hospital  Almoners,  etc.  Forty-one  were  girls  of  seventeen  years  of  age  or  under, 
whilst  a  further  seventy-eight  were  between  eighteen  and  twenty  years. 

Of  the  total  cases  notified,  well  over  a  third  required  ante-natal  or  post-natal  accommo¬ 
dation,  whilst  at  least  a  further  third  of  the  cases,  although  not  needing  accommodation,  were 
given  some  help  and  advice. 


15.  Dental  Treatment  for  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  and  Pre-School  Children.  (Tables 

29  and  30). 

A  very  slight  increase  occurred  in  the  numbers  of  mothers  and  pre-school  children  treated 
during  the  year.  This  only  represents  the  actual  demand  made  for  treatment  however,  and 
not  the  real  need  for  treatment,  which  is  very  much  greater. 


16.  Fluoridation  of  Water  Supplies.  (Diagram  page  28). 

Last  year,  reference  was  made  to  a  small  scale  investigation  which  the  Principal  School 
Dental  Officer  made  on  some  children  in  another  County  where  there  was  a  natural  fluoride 
content  in  the  drinking  water.  During  1959,  an  inspection  was  carried  out  in  a  part  of  the 
North-Eastern  Area  of  this  County  where  there  is  virtually  no  fluoride  in  the  water  supply,  to 
find  out  the  amount  of  dental  decay  present.  One  hundred  and  sixty-four  children  in  the  12 
to  14  year  age  group  were  examined,  and  of  these,  only  one  boy  and  two  girls  had  a  complete 
set  of  teeth  which  had  not  decayed.  A  further  seven  boys  and  six  girls  had  mouths  free  from 
decay,  but  with  some  teeth  filled  showing  that  decay  had  been  present  at  some  time.  One  in 
three  of  the  boys  had  suffered  from  decay  in  a  quarter  or  more  of  their  teeth,  whilst  one  in  two 
of  the  girls  were  similarly  affected.  The  average  number  of  teeth  decayed,  missing  or  filled 
was  6.3  for  boys,  and  6.6  for  girls.  This  very  sorry  state  of  affairs  is  shown  diagramatically 
on  page  28  where  a  comparison  is  also  included  of  an  earlier  inspection  by  Miss  J.  R.  Forrest 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  of  children  in  a  similar  age  group  at  Slough  where  the  water  supply 
contained  0.9  parts  per  million  of  fluoride. 

In  the  Slough  survey,  30%  of  the  children  were  found  to  be  free  from  caries,  compared 
with  the  1.8%  in  Warwickshire,  whilst  the  average  number  of  decayed,  missing  or  filled  teeth 
per  child  in  Slough  was  only  two  or  three  compared  with  the  six  or  seven  in  Warwickshire. 

In  countries  where  fluorine  has  been  added  to  the  water  supply,  good  results  have  been 
obtained.  The  full  effect  of  such  an  intake  of  fluorine  would  take  many  years  to  be  apparent, 
as  only  those  children  receiving  this  supply  from  birth  would  show  the  full  effects.  Some 
improvement  can,  however,  be  expected  even  in  those  children  whose  teeth  are  fully  formed. 


17.  Home  Help  Service.  (Diagram  page  26  and  Tables  55  to  58). 

Each  year  there  is  a  greater  demand  for  this  service,  but  the  lack  of  suitable  staff  continues 
to  be  a  problem  in  certain  areas  thereby  restricting  their  rate  of  development.  The  total 
number  of  staff  throughout  the  County  remained  at  the  same  level  as  last  year,  466  home 
helps  being  employed  on  a  part-time  basis,  with  one  whole-time  organiser  in  each  Health  Area. 

The  number  of  cases  rose  to  2,564  as  against  2,339  last  year,  and  there  was  consequently 
a  rise  in  the  number  of  hours  provided.  More  cases  were  assisted  in  the  under  sixty-five  age 
group,  but  less  hours  were  provided.  In  the  sixty-five  and  over  age  group,  both  the  number 
of  cases  and  the  number  of  hours  showed  an  increase.  Increases  occurred  in  the  number  of 
maternity  cases,  chronic  sick,  aged  and  infirm. 
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The  increased  birth-rate  and  the  limited  maternity  accommodation,  together  with  the 
increasing  number  of  elderly  people  will  continue  to  make  heavier  demands  on  this  service  for 
some  time  to  come.  It  is  most  desirable  to  encourage  more  women  who  can  spare  a  regular 
number  of  hours  per  week  to  assist  in  this  work,  which  is  an  important  ancillary  health  service. 

18.  Care  and  After  Care  Loan  Scheme.  (Diagram  page  27  and  Table  53). 

Many  thousands  of  people  are  nursed  in  their  own  homes  each  year,  and  the  provision  of 
sick-room  equipment  is  of  great  benefit  to  their  comfort  and  rehabilitation,  besides  facilitating 
the  nursing  care  involved. 

A  wide  range  of  equipment  is  available  on  loan  to  such  people,  and  each  year  there  is 
an  increasing  demand  for  this  service.  Some  idea  of  the  range  of  articles  available  is  given 
in  table  fifty-three,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  these  items  vary  from  beds,  bedding  and  bed 
accessories,  to  spinal  carriages,  invalid  chairs  and  walking  aids,  etc.  One  of  the  problems  of 
the  bed-ridden  patient  nursed  at  home  is  the  prevention  of  bed  sores,  and  it  has  been  found 
that  by  the  issue  of  such  equipment  as  pressure  point  pad  units,  many  such  cases  have  been 
eliminated.  There  are  now  twenty-four  such  units  in  use,  compared  with  only  seven  last  year. 
The  demand  for  invalid  chairs  and  self-propelling  chairs  continues  to  increase,  and  such  items 
as  this  enable  crippled  and  elderly  infirm  patients  to  have  a  certain  amount  of  mobility. 

During  the  year  nine  hundred  and  seventy-seven  new  patients  were  issued  with  equip¬ 
ment,  and  a  large  proportion  of  these  were  elderly  people  suffering  from  such  conditions  as 
heart  and  circulatory  disease,  cancer,  arthritis  and  general  feebleness  of  old  age  ;  three  hundred 
and  ninety-eight  of  them  were  aged  seventy-five  or  over.  A  further  five  hundred  and  thirteen 
cases  were  also  holding  equipment  which  had  been  issued  to  them  in  an  earlier  year.  Of  these 
latter  cases,  50%  had  had  the  equipment  on  loan  for  periods  up  to  two  years,  41%  had  had 
the  items  on  loan  between  two  and  five  years,  whilst  the  remaining  9%  had  had  the  equipment 
five  years  or  more.  In  all,  3,128  items  were  issued  during  the  year  compared  with  3,090  in 
1958. 

19.  Health  Education. 

A  lively  interest  has  been  apparent  at  informal  talks,  instructions  and  demonstrations  of 
health  subjects  given  by  members  of  the  health  department  staff.  Health  Education  is  being 
continuously  extended. 

Health  Education  in  Schools. 

Children  at  school  are  at  a  receptive  age,  and  inclusion  in  the  school  curriculum  of  a  wider 
knowledge  of  health  measures  ensures  a  sound  basis  of  preventive  medicine  which  stands  them 
in  good  stead  throughout  their  lives.  Much  informal  health  education  has  always  been  under¬ 
taken  at  school  medical  examinations,  but  during  the  past  few  years  more  and  more  Head 
Teachers  have  afforded  health  department  staff  further  facilities  for  health  education  work. 
Lectures  in  mothercraft  are  now  being  given  in  certain  schools  to  senior  girls,  and  many  of 
these  pupils  have  been  taking  the  practical  examinations  set  by  the  National  Association  for 
Maternal  and  Child  Welfare.  Talks  have  also  been  given  on  personal  hygiene,  instruction  on 
home  nursing,  whilst  in  a  few  schools  monthly  sessions  have  been  made  available  whereby  a 
health  visitor  is  present  for  any  girl  who  wishes  to  see  her.  Talks  have  also  been  given  to 
classes  of  boys  by  school  medical  officers.  In  one  area,  students  from  the  local  technical 
college  have  attended  various  clinics,  and  have  been  instructed  by  health  visitors  on  their  work 
in  the  homes  and  at  the  centres.  It  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  a  much  wider  development  of 
health  education  on  these  lines. 

Preparation  for  Motherhood  Classes.  (Table  24). 

Courses  of  relaxation  exercises  and  mothercraft  are  being  extended  wherever  possible, 
and  during  the  year  1,336  women  took  advantage  of  such  classes,  a  third  more  than  the  previous 
year.  Such  group  activities  give  the  expectant  mother  the  opportunity  of  meeting  health 
visitors  and  midwives  and  getting  to  know  them  before  the  actual  confinement  takes  place. 
Besides  receiving  instruction  on  relaxation  methods,  the  expectant  mother  is  made  familiar 
with  the  gas  and  air  machine,  the  actual  confinement  procedure,  and  how  to  care  for  the  newly 
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born  baby.  Most  of  the  women  who  attend  these  courses  are  expecting  their  first  baby, 
but  in  certain  mothercraft  classes  women  awaiting  the  adoption  of  a  child  have,  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  Children’s  Department,  also  attended.  Expectant  mothers  whether  booked 
for  hospital  or  domiciliary  confinement  attend  the  classes. 

In  scattered  rural  districts,  difficulties  are  experienced  in  organising  such  courses  on 
account  of  the  small  numbers  involved,  and  lack  of  transport.  Group  activities  are,  however, 
encouraged,  and  in  one  rural  community  the  health  visitor  has  invited  groups  of  six  mothers 
with  a  particular  interest  for  discussions — groups  of  expectant  mothers,  or  mothers  with  very 
young  children.  In  another  area  where  transport  difficulties  were  being  experienced,  arrange¬ 
ments  were  made  for  health  visitors  to  attend,  on  a  rota  system,  the  maternity  home  in  the 
vicinity  one  morning  per  week,  and  an  hour’s  class  was  held  in  one  of  the  wards.  The  health 
visitors  took  their  own  demonstration  material.  The  arrangement  has  been  found  to  work 
excellently. 

Husbands  of  expectant  mothers  have  also  been  encouraged  to  attend  evening  sessions, 
and  just  over  two  hundred  attended  during  the  year. 

Health  talks  to  local  Adult  Groups. 

It  is  desirable  to  disseminate  health  knowledge  to  all  sections  of  the  community,  and 
talks  and  films  are  given  to  many  voluntary  associations,  i.e.,  Women’s  Institutes,  Young 
Wives’  Clubs,  etc.,  whilst  home  nursing  courses  are  given  to  the  British  Red  Cross  Association 
and  St.  John’s,  and  the  Civil  Defence.  Use  is  also  made  of  posters  and  window  displays. 

Film  strips  and  models. 

Visual  aids  are  found  to  be  of  great  help  and  an  intensive  library  of  compact  models 
and  flannel  graphs  are  available.  One  strip  film  projector  and  one  16  mm  sound  film 
projector  is  always  available  for  use  in  the  County  where  projectors  are  not  available  locally. 
On  account  of  the  expense  of  sound  films,  only  one  such  film  which  is  in  constant  use  entitled 
“  My  First  Baby  ”  has  been  purchased  by  the  County  Council,  but  an  extensive  selection  is 
always  available  on  hire  and  can  be  obtained  at  short  notice  when  required.  A  permanent 
library  of  forty-three  film  strips  is,  however,  available  at  the  central  offices  and  these  are 
always  in  constant  demand.  These  film  strips  cover  a  very  wide  range  of  subjects  such  as 
safety  in  the  home,  the  treatment  of  accidents,  the  work  of  the  various  public  health  services, 
the  many  aspects  of  child  care,  the  immunisation  and  vaccination  procedures,  prevention  of 
tuberculosis,  the  problem  of  lung  cancer,  general  hygiene,  dietetics,  and  the  care  of  the  teeth. 

20.  New  Claims  for  National  Insurance  Sickness  Benefit.  (Table  62). 

New  claims  for  sickness  benefit  rose  to  52,725  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  6,398  on 
the  1958  figure.  The  major  part  of  this  increase  occurred  during  the  March  quarter  and  was, 
no  doubt,  due  to  the  prevalence  of  influenza  during  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

21.  Milk  and  Dairies  Administration.  (Diagram  page  19  and  Tables  68  to  71). 

The  whole  of  the  County  has  been  a  “  specified  area  ”  since  1957,  which  means  that  retailed 
milk  has  to  be  “  Pasteurised,”  “  Sterilised  ”  or  “  Tuberculin  Tested.”  The  Ministry  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  however,  renewed  the  special  dispensation  to  one  producer  for 
the  retail  sale  of  non-designated  milk,  though  the  herd  in  question  has  now  become  “  Attested.” 
This  particular  herd  is  submitted  more  frequently  to  biological  examination  for  tuberculosis 
and  brucellosis,  and  in  1959  gave  negative  results.  In  addition  frequent  checks  are  made  on 
milk  retailers  to  ensure  their  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Specified  Areas  Orders. 

There  were  seventy  ‘‘  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  herds  in  the  County  from  which  milk  was 
retailed  under  designation  in  its  raw  state.  Three  hundred  and  seven  samples  of  this  milk 
were  taken  and  tested  for  tubercle  baccilli  and  all  samples  were  negative.  Two  samples  of 
“  Non-designated  ”  milk  taken  were  found  to  contain  living  tubercle  organisms  and  a  further 
four  positive  results  were  reported  from  sampling  outside  the  County.  The  considerable 
reduction  in  the  number  of  milk  samples  containing  tubercle  organisms  over  the  past  few  years 
will  be  seen  from  the  graph  on  page  19. 
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It  is  an  offence  to  sell  milk  from  a  cow  which  has  been  proved  to  be  giving  milk  infected 
with  brucella  organisms,  and  testing  of  brucellosis  in  milk  taken  for  sampling  is  continuously 
being  increased.  During  last  year  all  samples  of  raw  “  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  milk  retailed  to 
the  public  in  the  County  were  submitted  for  brucellosis  examination,  and  nine  were  reported 
to  contain  brucella  organisms.  In  addition,  eight  samples  were  reported  positive  by  a  neigh¬ 
bouring  county  in  which  a  survey  was  carried  out.  Fifteen  of  the  positive  herds  were  investi¬ 
gated  by  my  Department,  and  from  some  three  hundred  and  eighty  samples,  forty-five  cows 
were  reported  to  be  giving  milk  infected  with  brucella  organisms.  The  farmers  were  most 
co-operative,  and  all  the  offending  animals  were  slaughtered  or  removed  from  the  milking  herds. 
Subsequent  check  samples  were  reported  as  free  from  infection.  The  remaining  two  herds 
were  investigated  by  other  authorities  and  results  were  later  reported  as  negative.  The 
presence  of  brucella  organisms  in  nine  herds  from  which  milk  was  consumed  in  its  raw  state 
raises  the  question  of  the  need  of  an  eradication  plan  on  similar  lines  as  tuberculosis,  with 
compulsory  slaughter  of  infected  animals. 

Nine  pasteurising  plants  (dairies)  and  one  sterilising  plant  were  re-licensed  by  the  County 
Council  for  the  year  1959.  Each  licensed  dairy  was  visited  at  least  weekly  and  the  records, 
temperature  charts  and  methods,  observed.  Routine  milk  samples  from  each  plant  were  sub¬ 
mitted  for  laboratory  examination  to  check  the  technical  efficiency  of  the  plant  and  the  methods 
for  handling  and  storing  the  milk.  At  least  90%  of  the  milk  consumed  in  the  County  is 
pasteurised  and  the  public  expects  a  high  degree  of  protection  from  such  milk.  It  is  very 
satisfactory,  therefore,  to  find  that  during  1959,  99.6%  of  the  samples  satisfied  the  phosphatase 
test,  showing  the  efficiency  of  the  pasteurisation  methods.  In  the  few  samples  which  failed 
to  satisfy  this  test,  the  results  in  each  case  indicated  only  a  slight  degree  of  under-pasteurisation. 
These  samples  which  gave  unsatisfactory  phosphatase  results  were  examined  biologically  for 
tubercle  and  brucella  organisms,  and  negative  results  were  obtained. 

Ninety-nine  per  cent,  of  the  schools  under  the  Milk  in  Schools  Scheme  were  supplied  with 
“  Pasteurised  ”  milk  and  the  remainder  (smaller  isolated  schools)  with  raw  “  Tuberculin  Tested  ” 
milk.  The  former  were  sampled  and  submitted  to  both  the  phosphatase  test  and  the 
methylene  blue  keeping-quality  test,  and  the  latter  to  the  methylene  blue  test  only.  Some 
of  the  methylene  blue  test  failures  in  both  designations  of  milk  were  due  to  the  samples  being 
taken  under  more  exacting  conditions,  after  delivery,  than  those  taken  under  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Regulations.  Repeat  samples  taken  at  the  time  of  delivery  following  such  failures 
proved  satisfactory.  The  raw  “  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  milks  were  also  submitted  regularly  for 
biological  examinations  for  tuberculosis  and  brucellosis,  one  of  which  was  reported  positive  to 
brucellosis.  The  milk  in  this  case  was  supplied  to  a  Boarding  School  from  a  farm  connected 
with  the  School.  A  compulsory  pasteurisation  notice  was  immediately  served  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  County  District,  and  the  herd  investigated  by  this  Department.  A 
number  of  cows  were  found  to  be  infected  and  were  eventually  slaughtered.  Repeat  samples 
have  since  been  taken  frequently  from  the  herd,  all  of  which  have  been  free  from  infection. 

In  addition,  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  supplies  to  school  canteens,  from  those 
made  under  contract  to  hospitals  on  behalf  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  and  specimens  of 
washed  bottles  from  licensed  dairies  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Altogether 
some  three  hundred  and  ninety  eight  samples,  classed  as  miscellaneous,  were  taken  in  the  year. 

All  samples  of  milk  and  miscellaneous  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
were  examined  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  of  the  Medical  Research  Council. 
The  Director  of  the  Laboratory  and  his  staff  have  provided  my  Department  with  excellent 
service,  and  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  their  co-operation  throughout  the 

year.  1 

22.  Clean  Air.  (Diagram  page  25). 

Last  year  I  reported  on  the  progress  made  by  the  Warwickshire  Clean  Air  Council  which 
had  equipped  over  eighty  sites  with  three  types  of  instruments  to  measure  atmospheric  pollution 
in  the  geographical  County  of  Warwick.  The  number  of  instruments  in  use  has  increased 
from  128  to  169,  and  it  is  apparent  from  the  figures  obtained  in  1959  that  the  overall  pattern 
of  the  pollution  is  of  a  similar  shape  to  that  recorded  in  the  previous  years,  when  due  allowances 
are  made  for  recent  instruments  which  have  been  sited  to  cover  a  particularly  heavy  emission. 
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Films  have  been  shown  by  the  Council  and  officers  manned  a  stand  at  a  Clean  Air 
Exhibition  held  by  one  of  the  constituent  members.  The  interest  aroused  by  the  Clean  Air 
Council’s  contribution  was  such  that  a  transportable  stand  is  to  be  purchased  for  the  use  of 
Council’s  members  at  exhibitions  or  displays  in  their  offices.  Through  its  Technical  Committees 
the  Council  maintained  a  close  liaison  with  various  bodies  concerned  in  the  production  and 
distribution  of  fuel,  and  investigated  problems  which  were  of  mutual  benefit  to  all  concerned. 

The  establishment  of  smoke  control  areas  in  the  County  is  set  out  in  the  Third  Annual 
Report  of  the  Warwickshire  Clean  Air  Council.  The  report  shows  that  five  authorities  have 
submitted  five  year  plans  to  the  Minister.  Of  these,  Coventry,  Nuneaton,  Leamington  and 
Solihull  have  proposed  thirty-eight  Smoke  Control  Areas  comprising  19,829  acres  and  78,892 
houses.  Seven  of  the  thirty-eight  areas  have  been  confirmed  and  a  further  ten  are  awaiting 
confirmation  by  the  Minister.  In  addition,  other  member-authorities  have  plans  for  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  smoke  control  areas  in  the  future. 

23.  County  Ambulance  Service.  (Diagram  page  29  and  Tables  64  to  66). 

During  the  year  under  review  the  demands  on  the  service  again  showed  an  appreciable 
increase  and  the  total  number  of  patients  carried  by  the  ambulance  service  and  the  hospital 
car  service  was  the  highest  on  record,  being  nearly  3,000  more  than  the  peak  figure  of  176,929 
reached  in  1953.  The  total  mileage  covered  was  1,234,050  miles  which  was  slightly  less  than 
the  1953  peak  of  1,242,006  miles.  The  miles  per  patient  (ambulance  service  only)  remained 
fairly  constant — 6.6  against  6.4  in  1958. 

The  acute  shortage  of  staff,  particularly  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  presented  a  major 
problem.  Thirty-one  personnel  left  the  service  in  1959  and  the  average  weekly  number  em¬ 
ployed  dropped  to  160  against  the  working  establishment  of  166  which  is  considered  essential 
to  maintain  the  service  at  a  high  level.  Great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  finding  suitable 
replacements — at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  we  are  working  at  ten  below  strength — and 
in  order  to  make  up  for  the  heavy  loss  of  staff  and  the  increased  volume  of  work  it  has  been 
necessary  to  incur  considerable  overtime. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-seven  personnel  were  entered  in  the  National  Safe  Driving  Com¬ 
petition  for  1959.  Eighteen  left  the  service  during  the  year  and  of  the  remaining  one  hundred 
and  forty-nine,  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  gained  awards. 

Six  “  Carversions  ” — light  sitting  case  vehicles — were  purchased  during  the  year  and 
these  are  giving  satisfactory  service. 

Little  has  been  said  in  the  past  of  the  work  of  the  ambulance  service  during  the  night. 
Eight  of  the  Councils  nine  depots  are  manned  on  a  twenty-four  hourly  basis  and  records  show 
that  between  the  period  of  8  p.m.  and  8  a.m.  the  number  of  emergency  cases  carried  during 
the  year  was  5,016  (1,661  accident  cases,  1,377  maternity  cases  and  1,978  other  cases)  and  the 
number  of  non-emergency  cases  dealt  with  was  1,416.  These  figures  exclude  patients  collected 
for  the  early  morning  clinics. 

The  new  depots  at  Solihull  and  Dordon  (to  replace  Grendon)  are  nearly  completed,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  they  will  soon  be  ready  for  occupation.

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NOTIFICATIONS  OF  PARALYTIC  POLIOMYELITIS  (ALL  AGES) 

IN  RELATION  TO  IMMUNITY  LEVELS  IN  CHILDREN 
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No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  recorded  in  1959,  nor  so  far  in  1960.  It  will  be  noted  that  at  the  time  of  the  last  epidemic  in  1957,  only  about 
10%  of  the  child  population  had  been  vaccinated.  By  mid-1958,  however,  the  immunity  level  had  reached  the  50%  mark,  and  very  few  cases  occurred 
in  children.  Since  the  level  of  75%  and  over  has  been  attained  no  case  has  occurred,  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  maintaining  a  high  level  the  County 
will  remain  free  from  this  terrible  disease.

During  1950  and  1951  an  opportunity  was  provided  for  increasing  our  tuberculosis  testing  of  milk  samples.  The  more  intensive  sampling  made 
possible  the  discovery  of  increased  numbers  of  affected  cows.  Although  intensive  sampling  is  still  maintained,  the  number  of  positive  samples  is 
rapidly  declining,  which  suggests  that  the  majority  of  infected  animals  have  been  eradicated  from  the  herds.  All  retailed  milk  is  now  either  Past¬ 
eurised,”  “  Sterilised”  or  “  Tuberculin  Tested.”

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MENTAL  HEALTH. 


1  Administration. 

(1)  Constitution  and  Meetings  of  Mental  Health  Sub- Committee. 

The  functions  of  the  Council  relating  to  the  mental  health  service  have  been  administered 
by  the  Mental  Health  Services  Sub-Committee  of  the  Health  Committee.  The  Sub-Committee 
met  at  quarterly  intervals  during  the  year. 

(2)  Staff  employed  in  the  Mental  Health  Service. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  of  the  Mental  Health 
Services  Sub-Committee  has  been  the  Mental  Health  Officer.  Mr.  H.  J.  Kotch,  O.B.E.  con¬ 
tinued  as  the  Mental  Health  Officer  until  March  1959  when  Mr.  F.  M.  Watkiss,  who  has  supplied 
this  section  of  my  report,  was  appointed  as  Mental  Health  Officer.  Dr.  H.  B.  Leech  who  had 
acted  as  Medical  Advisor  for  the  purposes  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  for  many  years  found 
it  necessary  to  tender  his  resignation  owing  to  indisposition  during  the  year.  Following  Dr. 
Leech’s  resignation  mentally  sub-normal  patients  in  respect  of  whom  specialist  opinion  was 
required  were  referred  to  consultant  psychiatrists  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  The  services 
of  the  medical  staff  of  this  department  were  also  available  when  required  in  connection  with 
the  Mental  Health  Service. 

Twelve  officers  of  the  Council  have  been  authorised  to  act  as  Duly  Authorised  Officers 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts.  Ten  of  these  officers  were  located 
in  the  seven  areas  of  the  County,  holding  joint  appointments  as  Area  Welfare  Officers  or  Assistants 
and  as  Duly  Authorised  Officers. 

A  second  mental  health  visitor  was  appointed  to  the  headquarters  staff  during  the  year. 
The  visiting  of  mentally  subnormal  patients  in  the  community  was  carried  out  by  the  mental 
health  visitors  and  one  of  the  Duly  Authorised  Officers  at  headquarters.  The  two  Duly 
Authorised  Officers  at  Headquarters  acted  as  Petitioning  Officers  for  the  purposes  of  the  Mental 
Deficiency  Acts  and  arranged  for  the  admission  of  subnormal  patients  to  hospitals. 

One  home  teacher  has  been  employed  for  the  training  of  mentally  subnormal  children  in 
their  own  homes  in  the  North-Western  area  of  the  County,  where  training  centre  facilities  are 
not  yet  available. 

(3)  Co-ordination  with  Regional  Hospital  Boards  and  Hospital  Management  Committees. 

The  Council’s  Officers  have  assisted  in  the  provision  of  reports  required  by  hospitals, 

in  particular  upon  the  home  circumstances  of  hospital  patients  in  connection  with  licence, 
holidays,  the  reconsideration  of  Orders  for  detention  etc.  The  Council’s  Officers  have  also 
undertaken  the  supervision  of  patients  on  licence  within  the  County  from  hospitals  for  the 
mentally  subnormal.  There  were  twenty-eight  such  patients  under  supervision  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

2  Work  undertaken  in  the  Community. 

(1)  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946:  Prevention,  Care  and  After-Care. 

Psychiatric  out-patient  clinics  are  provided  at  a  number  of  hospitals  in  the  County  by 

the  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

The  County  is  served  by  several  mental  hospitals  and  there  were  219  cases  of  patients 
leaving  these  hospitals  referred  to  the  Council’s  Duly  Authorised  Officers  during  the  year  for 
after-care  visits.  The  after-care  of  patients  discharged  from  the  Central  Hospital,  Hatton, 
is  normally  undertaken  by  the  Social  Workers  of  that  Hospital.

(c)  Defectives  awaiting  vacancies  in  mental  deficiency  hospitals. 

The  position  relating  to  the  admission  of  patients  to  hospitals  for  the  mentally  subnormal 
has  continued  to  constitute  a  serious  problem.  At  the  end  of  1959  there  were  88  Warwickshire 
patients  on  the  waiting  list  of  the  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board  as  compared  with  83 
at  the  end  of  the  previous  year. 

(ii)  Guardianship. 

There  were  seventeen  patients  remaining  under  guardianship  in  the  County  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  These  patients  have  been  visited  in  accordance  with  the  Mental  Deficiency  Regulations 
by  the  Committee’s  officers. 

(iii)  T raining. 

During  the  year  the  Council’s  Centre  for  the  training  of  mentally  subnormal  patients 
which  was  formerly  held  in  Youth  Centre  premises  at  Knowle  was  transferred  to  Solihull  where 
more  suitable  accommodation  was  available  in  the  new  Congregational  Church  Hall.  The 
Centres  at  Nuneaton,  Rugby  and  Warwick  were  continued  in  the  same  premises.  The  number 
of  patients  accommodated  in  the  Centres  continued  to  increase  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  159  Warwickshire  children  undergoing  training  in  the  four  Centres.  In  addition  five 
Warwickshire  children  were  receiving  training  in  the  Centres  of  adjoining  authorities. 

In  the  Northern  area  of  the  County  twenty-five  children  are  receiving  home  tuition.  It  is, 
however,  recognised  by  the  Sub-Committee  that  the  provision  of  a  training  centre  in  this  area  is 
necessary  and  approval  in  principle  has  been  given  to  the  erection  of  a  building  for  this  purpose.

Ambulances. 

Usually  ordered  by  medical  practitioner  or  hospital.  In  “  emergencies  ”  only, 
members  of  the  public  may  call  for  an  ambulance  and  any  telephone  exchange  will 
connect  them  to  the  nearest  ambulance  depot.

Child  Minders. 

Persons  having  the  care  of  more  than  two  children  under  five,  for  reward,  must 
apply  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  registration.

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i  Convalescent  A  period  of  recuperative  convalescence  may  be  arranged  for  persons  whose  doctors 

Treatment.  consider  they  need  it.  Patients  are  required  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of 

such  convalescence  in  accordance  with  their  means.  Requests  for  this  service  must 
be  made  by  the  patient’s  family  doctor  or  hospital  and  addressed  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Shire  Hall,  Warwick.  All  requests  must  be  accompanied 
by  brief  medical  details  of  the  case. 


District  Nurses. 

Cover  all  districts  for  nursing  the  sick  of  all  ages  in  their  own  homes.  Addresses  and 
telephone  numbers  are  shown  in  telephone  directories  under  the  heading  "  Nursing 
Service”  Warwickshire  County  Council. 

Health  Visitors. 

Are  appointed  to  cover  all  districts,  to  give  advice  about  the  care  of  mothers  and  young 
children  and  social  problems  affecting  any  member  of  the  family.  They  act  as  school 
nurses  and  T.B.  health  visitors. 

Home  Helps. 

This  service  exists  to  provide  help  in  the  home  when  the  mother  is  ill  or  is  being  con¬ 
fined  at  home,  or  when  required  by  lone  or  aged  and  infirm  persons.  The  charge 
for  this  service  at  present  is  3/6d.  per  hour,  but  this  may  be  remitted,  wholly  or  par¬ 
tially,  according  to  means.  Application  should  be  made  to  the  Area  Medical  Officer 
(address  on  page  72). 

Loan  of  Nursing  A  wide  range  of  articles  is  available  for  loan  to  households  where  there  is  a  sick  person, 

and  sick  room  Usually  the  patient’s  hospital  or  medical  practitioner  will  arrange  any  necessary 

requisites.  loan,  but  personal  application  may  be  made  to  the  Area  Medical  Officer  (address  on 

page  72).  There  is  no  charge  for  this  service. 


Maternity  Outfits.  Are  supplied  in  all  cases  of  domiciliary  confinement.  Midwives  distribute  them  from 

their  stock  to  all  booked  cases.  Where  private  midwives  are  engaged  application 
for  outfits  must  be  made  to  the  County  Medical  Officer,  Shire  Hall,  Warwick,  and  a 
certificate  of  pregnancy  signed  by  the  patient’s  doctor  must  be  enclosed. 


Midwives.  Are  appointed  to  cover  all  districts  for  the  conduct  of  home  confinements.  Addresses

Occupational  A  scheme  exists  whereby  persons  confined  to  bed  or  to  their  homes,  suffering  from 

Therapy.  injury  or  illness  of  some  months  duration,  or  from  tuberculosis,  may  be  supplied 

with  materials  with  which  to  occupy  their  time  in  making  various  articles  of  their 
choice.  Materials  supplied  at  cost  price  but  may  be  free  in  necessitous  cases. 
Enquiries  should  be  addressed  to  the  local  District  Nurse,  the  Health  Visitor  at  the 
nearest  Welfare  Centre,  or  to  the  Area  Medical  Officer  (address  on  page  72). 


Private  Nursing  Persons  desiring  to  open  private  nursing  and/or  maternity  homes  must  first  apply 
and  Maternity  for  registration  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Shire  Hall,  Warwick.

The  Illegitimate  The  Health  Committee  employs  a  Social  Worker  whose  duties  include  the  giving  of 

Child  and  its  assistance  and  advice  where  such  is  needed  by  mothers  of  illegitimate  children.  A 

Mother.  small  Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Hostel  is  also  maintained  by  the  Committee  in  which, 

in  certain  cases,  mothers  may  be  sheltered  for  a  short  time  before  and,  if  necessary, 
after  the  birth  of  an  illegitimate  child.

Garden  Shelters 
for  T.  B.  patients.

Vaccination  and 
Immunisation.
